Allowable Subject Matter 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art of record of Fuchs et al. describe performing a source 
reconstruction by combining bioelectric and biomagnetic data (Fuchs, Abstract). These 
different types of data are combined in order to improve a single source reconstruction 
calculation, not improve upon a future result from a new electromagnetic physiological 
signal. There is no modification of an analysis of a new electromagnetic physiological 
signal in Fuchs, and there is certainly no acquisition of a new electromagnetic 
physiological signal while the source reconstruction is being performed. Fuchs et al. do 
not disclose feeding source reconstruction data through a feedback loop, and similarly 
do not disclose where a new electromagnetic physiological signal is being acquired 
while the source reconstruction is being performed as now claimed.
